In the 29.0f Geneſis Rahel, that is 
onus aſheepe, bearcth Bexniamiy , that is 
lupum rapacem, a rauenous wolf, in the 
49.of Geneſis : but it coſt her her life 
for her labour ; the ſheepe died in tra- 
uell with the wolfe : Geneſ. 35. But in 
the beginning of this verſe, the words 
immediatlygoing before my text there 
is a greater danger: not parizs,but, pug- 
za luporum , notthe birth of one, but 
the battaile of manic wolues of your 
ſoules. Ecce ego mitto vos, Behold I ſend 
you,tanquam outs,as ſheepe in the middeff 
of wolues: which could not be without 
daunger of death. And thereforcas a 

wiſe

wiſe captaine , in theſe words he war- 
neth and armeth vs and them againſt 
the dangerous conflict in this perilous 
time. Eſtote igitur- Be ye therfore wiſe as

there is not a word that hath not ſum 
ponds his weight : nay euery word is 
poxdasitis aweight ; for without this 
eucry. man hath his Tekel, that is,cuery 
oneis weyedin the ballance, & found 
too light. Dar. 5. 27. But if wiſedome 
be inthe one ſcale, thatis, in ourvn- 
derſtanding , and innocencie or-fim- 
plicitic in the other, thar is our will, we 
ſhall weigh fomewhat in the ballance, 
that is in the eſtumation of Chriſt our 
Sauiour . The one is the weight of 
ivdgement : Be ye wiſe as ſerpents : and 
the orher the weight of juſtice: and in- 
rocent 4s doues.

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Omnia mihilicent, All things are lawful, 
the reaſons may be theſe , cither be- 
cauſe they did oftentimes rcheatfe this 
ſaying, that all chings were lawfull to 
them : or elſe becauſe of the double 
dammage which happened vnto them 
hereby. Firſtin that they prouoked the 
Lord Gods'diſpleaſure againſt them- 
ſelucs, in-that they were partakers of 
the table of. diuels. Secondly , in that 
they hurtanddeſtroyed the weake c6- 
ſciences of their breth ren;and ſireng- 
thened tho hand of the wicked intheir 
idolatrie;by this their indiſcreet ation 
and fact, and fo offended againſt our 
Apoſtles divinity principle 4n another 
place, Let «things be done to edrfication:

You 
may therefore vnderſtand, that the ſe- 
cret yertue of God was in Chriſt cru- 
cified: whom the diuels do tremble ar, 
andall principalities and powers in the 
world do feare. And this power of 
Godin Chriſt, as without all ſhew of 
pompeltt did , and doth workethe de- 
ſtruction of our enenues;(o in like ſort 
ſecretly and couertly doth it workour 
ſaluation by ruling vs inwardly , not 
with glorious ſhewes , but with his 
truth. There is indeed a ſpecious and 
flouriſhing kind of gouernment ordai- 
ned of God,which is regnum inter nos, 
the kingdome that is amongſt vs : bur 
that whether it be ciuill authoritie is 
diſclaimed by our Sauiour in the caſe 
of the two brethren : no not Tudex 7n- 
ter nos ,notſo much as a Iudge, much 
leſſe Rex inter nos, a kirig among vs.Or 
elſe Eccleſiaſticall, in bis ſubiection ro 
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the high Pricſts authoritie is not ſtood 
vpon; and yet Rex, yet was hea King 
by the teſtimonie of the heathen, both 
wiſe men , vb-eft ille , qui natus eft rex 
Indeorum ? where u he that is borne king 
of the lewes ? and mightie : leſis of Na- 
zareth the king of the Iewes. This king- 
dome therfore being not in ſight,muſt 
6 nceds be that xevpic Sv yams , that ſecret 
power, not 7egnum inter nos, but intre 
#05: not the kingdome that is amongſt 
vs, but which is within vs. And this as 
it is, with lcſle noiſe and ſhew,, ſois it 
with greater maieſtie and power then 
that other.

This is the verte receptacle and veſl- 
ſell whercinto God vieth to powreall 
his graccs: H unlibus dat cratiam, God 
gineth grace to the humble: 1am. 4. Sicwl 
enim agua ad locaima, ita zratia ad cor- 
da bumilta currit , ſaith $. Angnſline , as 
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the water runneth to the lower places, 
ſo'grace floweth to the lowly heart, 
And in his tenth booke De verbs Do- 
mini ſpeaking of Marie Magdalene , he 
ſaith , 2#anto humilius ſedebat , tanto 
arplins capiebat he lower thatſhe fate, 
the more was her receipt of grace : at 
our Sauiours fecte ſhe recetued more 
grace then in the kings throne . Jacob, - 
when hee was loweſt , eucn on the 
cround ; and when he was weakeſt , e- 
uen diſarmed of al his fenſcs by flecpe: 
then was he greateſt in Gods fauour, 
for then he ſaw a ladder reaching from 
heauen to carth, & the Angels delcen- 
dingand aſcending therupon,Ger.28. 
Confluit aqua ad humilitatss conuuallem, 
the watcr floweth to the lowly vallics, 
and therefore high places are drie whe 
low are full of watcr:light things ofno 
worth , as feathers , inount with the 
wind ; but things that haue ſubſtance 
and be of value, as gold, lyc {till below 
on the ground. The beſt cares of corne 


bow downe their heads , but they that 
haue 
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haue nothing in them ſtand ſtarting 
and ſtaring bolt vpright : and the Pha-' 
riſey amongſt men ,'rhat braggeth of 
himſelfe , 1s of leſſer eſtimation with 
Chriſt, then the Publican that beaterh 
his breaſt. S. Grezorze in his Paſtorals, 
faith, that pupilla ocali nigra videt, albu- 
ginem tollerans nonvidet , the apple of 
theeye that ſeemeth blacke, doth ſee; 
butthat which hath a white filme ouer 
it, that hath a pearle in it, ſceth not : ſo 
is it with the cye of the foule, as itis 
with the eye of the bodie : that minde 
hat ſeemeth blacke in it owne fight, 
that ſeemeth darke, vile and vglie of it 
ſelfeto itſelfe, that mind ſeeth it ſelfe: 
ifthy vnderſtading naturally ſeemeth 
darke ynto thee,thy wil deformed,thy 
affeftions vile and baſe,and thy whole 
natural! man vglie and corrupt in thy 
ſight,then is the ball of thineeye black, 
then ſeeſt rhou. Butif all ſeeme plea- 
ſant, faireand goodly , andnothing in 
thy ſight is amiſle, then haſt thou a 


white filme drawne ouer thine eye, 
| then 
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the haſt thou a pearle in thineeye, and 
this precious eye with a pearle in it 
ſeeth notat all, neither it ſelfe noranie 
thing elſe, as it is in deed, &as it ought 
to ſee it. And therefore Prolomre well 
faith, that inter ſapientes , ſapientior que 
humilior , amongſt wiſc men, he is the 
wiſerthat is the humbler: and the wiſe 
man ſaith: Pro.11, Ybi humilitas ibi ſa- 
pientia , Where there ts humilitie there is 
wiſedome, Scalpon the Philoſopher wri- 
ting to Alexander hath theſe words, 
Preſto eft Dems tibi dare ſapientiam.God 
indeed (faith he) is readte to giue thee 
wiſedome,ſed non habes vbiteneas eam, 
cum ſuperbia plenies ſis - but thou haſt 
not wherein to put it, ſeeing thou art 
full of pride. And therefore 1/:dore he 
ſaith , Deſcende vt aſcends, deſcend 
thatthou mayeſt aſcend , be humbled 
that thou mayeſt be exalted : for he 
that extolleth himſelfe ſhall be abaſed, 
and he that exalteth himſelfe ſhall be 
brought low. And here I pray you 
marke three degrees or ſteps of —_

this is the firſt ep to humiline: the {e- 
cond is ,ſpernerc niillum , to deſpile no 
man : the third is \ſbernereſcipſun but 
to thinks - balely ofhim(clfe:the fourth 
is , 20# ſpernere ſcipſum [per , not to 
ſcome that heis ſcorned , not to de(- 
le 
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piſc that he himſelfe is deſpiſed : and 
this indeede is the proper worke of 
meekeneſſe, which 1s defined by the 
auncient divines : Tranguilitas anim 
pullts moleſtys irritati, Meckneile is the 
quietnefle of a mind ,thatcan be pro- 
noked by no troubles to diſquierneſle; 
and this is ox ſpernere ſcipſum ſperni: 
not to {cornethat he himſelte is ſcor- 
ned : for many can beare other trou- 
ble, as poueitie , {ickneſſe, imprifon- 
ment paticntly,and ſome can bearere- 
proches and not reuile againe; but he 
that can be contented ro be coternned 
and ſcorncd in this world, he that ſcor- 
ncth not this , he ſure is built vpon a 
ſure rocke, he hath char quietneſle of 
mind that cannot be diſquiered ; he is 
meeke : and fuch was this king , thar 
deſpiſed not when he was deſpiſed: 
nay he came into the world that he 
mizht be ſcorned : and yer being a 
kinghe did not deſtroy, but purchaſed 
a pardon with his owne heart bloud, 
cuen forthoſe that {corned him. And 
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vnder his hand that humbled himſelfe 
for vs, cuen vnto the death , and thar 
the deathof the crofle for vs : Phil.2.8. 
Manſueti dicuntur quaſi manu aſſueti: 
They arc ſaid to be meek faith the Phi- 
lolopher, that arc brought vp by the 
hand : andtherctore repentant ſinners 
are ſaid tobe mecke, who leauing their 
fierceneſle and naughtineſle, are con- 
ucrted to come vnto the hands of the 
Lord of mercie. 

Now there betwo wayes whereby 
ſinners are made mecke. For _.Albertus 
ſaith, that there be ſome beaſts & birds 
as Faulcons and ſuch like , which are 
made tame, and returne to the hand of 
their maiſter, when they perceiue and 
feele ſome benefit, receiue ſome meate 
from the hand ofhim that called them: 
and ſo Chriſt , willing to connert ſin- 
ners vnto himſclte, leaucth not off to 
offer his benefires vnto them, and to 
feede them with his owne fleſh and 
bloud;and thus he cometh mecke.Burt 


there be ſome that will not be made 
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meeke or tame, but by blowes, by 
whips and puniſhments : For thePhi- 
loſopher ſaith, {6.8.de animalibus,that 
the Elephant being taken is beaten of 
his rider, that he may obey him, and 
thus they do tame him;his two former 
feete are tied hard together vnrill ſuch 
rime as he becometh tame, and quiet, 
and then euer after he becometh as 0- 


| bedientand familiar as anie dog. Now 


then beloued, if we be of the nature of 
Elephants, ſtubburne and proud , and 


will not be tamed but by blowes , fo 


that God to tame ys is euen driuen as 
it were, to ſend famine, the ſword,and 
peſtilence : the fault is not therefore in 
God,for he is mecke; but the faultis in 
our {clues , for we would not regard 
him when he ſent vs his benefiets , of 
peace, plentie,& health,neither would 
we be made tame or become meecke 
thereby. If therefore now in ſtead of 
peace he hall give vs warre, in ſtead of 
plentie he ſhall ſend a famine, and in 
ſtead of health ſuch ſickneffes and _ 
s CAICS 
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caſes as haue not bene heard of in anie 
ages : yet is heno changeling , but we 
will not be chaunged : O that yer ye 
would repent and returne voto him, 
andyou ſhall trie him , euen yeralfo to 
be mecke and gentle,ro forgiue you all 
your {innes , and to receiue you into 
fauour : and thus much of the ſecond 
part, the lowlineffe of his hearr. 

Now followeth the third part, which 
is the vie and application of both the 
orher, and therefore is placed in the 
midſt betweene them both.
